BURIED UNDER A GREAT WAVE. 


Tue N. Y. Times revives this story told by the 
late Gen. Joseph W. Revere, who at the time of the 
occurrence was a lieutenant in the Navy and officer 
of the deck aboard the corvette while she was en a 
cruise in the West Indies. 

One day in the forties, when among the Windward 
Islands, running along free under all sail, before the 
regular trade wind of the tropics, the lookout at the 
foretonmast head suddenly called out, * Breakers 
ahead!" Although the reckoning showed that the 
ship was several bundred miles from land, sail was 
immediately shortened, while the captain, officers 
= Naas startled by the cry, came running on 


eck. 

The ship headed westerly with the wind, which 
had died almost to a caim, on thestarboard quarter. 
On the lee beam the ocean seemed much agitated, 
and soon a huge “comber’’ appeared, extending to 
the borizon on either end, and apparently over 30 
feet in height above tbe sea level. All hands were 
sent to their stations, and the ship was brought by 
tbe wind on the port tack, while carpenters bat- 
tened down the batches fore and aft. 

As the ship came by the wind it suddenly fell 
calm; but she now headed the great wave, which 
rushed onward witb a terrific roar and irresistible 
momentum. It struck her, and her bows were raised 
high in the air, almost bringing ber deck perpendi- 
cular and throwing every man off bis feet who had 
not secured bimself to some part of the vessel in an- 
ticipation of the shock. 

The St. Louts is the only one remaining of the 
class known as deep- wais' sloops of war. She had 
heavy bulwarks fully seven feet from the deck to 
the rail of the bammock nettings—of al! vessels the 
last to be boarded by a heavy sea. Fortureately, the 
gun ports were not closed, and this proved her sal- 
vation. For abouttwo minutes—it seemed almos;: 
that number of hours—the sbip, her crew, and 
ma A pa about the deck were completely sub- 
merged. 

At the station of the officer of the deck, on the 
poop, the good ship was felt to tremble through her 
timbers under the weight of waters ov her deck, and 
he clung with all bis might to the mizzen rigging, to 
which he bad lashed himself, to prevent being 
washed away. Everybody about the deck had for- 
tunately obe orders and followed bis example, 
there being just about time to do this before 
were struck. 

The vessel then came up slowly to the surface, the 
water pouring from her portholes in torrents, while 
the great wave, or bore, was seen and heard far be- 
youd her, steadily moviag with great velocity on its 
mysterious course. Three other waves followed the 
first, but greatly diminished in size and volume; 
then the surface of the ocean resumed its natural 
ap ce, and the trade winds again set in. 

he ship sustained little harm, and, ya n 
few men were badly bruised, there was no us 
damage to life or limb§ A great many articles were 
washed overboard, however, and for months after 
everything lost was laid to the great sea bore. 

Had this disaster occurred at night or had the ship 
received the shock anywhere but on her bows, it 
was generally that she must have gone 
down, and without leaving a soul to tell the tale of 
how or when she disappeared, as has happened to 
many otbers—the Hornet and Albany, for example, 
whose fate remains a mystery to this day. 








HORSES FOR THE WEST POINT CADETS.

I was informed that the authorities of the 
academy had endeavored to secure better horses, but 
that those who contrulled the matter seemed to be 
indifferent to their wishes. I subsequent!y learned 
from the report made by the Boa:d of Visitors to 
West Point, that Capt. Dorst, the chief instructor 
in cavairy, had made a very strong appeal for better 
horses, and showed the disadvaotages of using the 
same horses for the artillery and cavalry service, 
which practicallly resulted in making the horses in 
efficient and dangerous fer both, one of the cadets 
getting a leg broken in consequence. As the future 
offieers of the Army they are entitled to have them, 
and when military men from other couutries visit 
our crack military school, they should not ouly see 
as fine a lot of fellows as ever mounted a 
horse, but they also see as fine a lot of

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OUR NEW NAVY VESSELS. 


Tue reports of the inspectors show that about 75 
per cent. of the work on the hull and fittings of the 
Maine has been completed, the side armors received 
and the machinery will be ready for dock trial 
about Aug.1. The Texas can be launched in July if 
desired. About 65 per cent. of the hull and fittings 
is completed, and the machinery, except the boiler 
and shafting, is practically complete in the shops. 
Itis expected that the New York will be ready for 
trial in October or November. Eighty per cent. of 
the hull work is done, and the engines, boilers and 
auxiliary machinery are complete in the shops. 

The condition of the Monterey is stated else- 
where. The engines of the vessel have been under 
steam, and are ready for trial. 

The new work on the bullof the Monadnock is 
about one-half done, and the engines are being set 
upintheshop. The hulls of the Indiana and Mas 
sachusetts are nearly complete to armor deck, a be- 
ginniog bas been made on the main boilers, and the 
auxiliary boilers are nearly finished. The framing 
of the Oregon is complete to armor shelf, and work 
is progressing on the engines and auxiliaries. None 
of the — steel forgings have been received. The 
hull framing of Cruiser No. 6 is complete to the pro- 
tective deck and partly complete above. The wain 
engines are complete, except work on the shafting, 
eto. The main boilers, condensers, pumps, valves, 
blowers and turning engines and one auxiliary en- 
gine are finished. 

Work on the bull and Stings of the R h are 
rapidly approaching completion. The Cincinnati 
is expected to be ready for launching in July, and 
work is well advan on the engines and auxiliar- 
ies. The boilers are about one-half done. Hull 
work on the Detroit (Cruiser No. 10) is nearly com- 

leted and the machinery wel) advanced and will 

ready for trial about the middle of August. The 
boilers, main engines and shafting are in place. The 
present indications are that the Montgomery 
(Cruiser No.9) can be tried,in October. Cruiser 
No. 11 is nearly ready for launching and 
Cruiser No. 12 willbe ready in June. The 
work on Cruiser No. 13 may be said to be 
about one-third advanced towards completion.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


WAR Vessels coming to anchor in the stream at 
Mare Island, frequently tear up the submarine water 
pipe which suppiies the Navy-vard from the Vallejo 
system of water works. The Pensacola was the last 
to achieve this. 

THE Minister of Marine in Paris bas contracted 
with Messrs. Yarrow and Co., of Poplar, to con- 
struct, in one month, for service in Dahomey, a 
shallow-draft river gunboat, 100 teet in length by 18 
feet beam, and with a draft of only 18 inches. It will 
be propelled by astern wheel at 10 miles an hour. 
It will be builtin flotable sections, which can be 
connected with great rapidity, and enable the ves- 
sel to be shipped without difficulty. 

Irvine M. Scort, of San Francisco, who has been 
visiting Washington and New York, gives a very 
satisfactory report of the progress of the work = 
the Government vessels building at his Yard.

The glacia plates 
for the smokestack aud ventilators will be finished 
this week, and the conning towers next week, and 
with the completion of these parts,all the armor plate 
will have been prepared. The guns and gun carri- 
ages are ready at the ordnance factory at Washing- 
ton, and will be shipped in time to reach San Fran- 
cisco as soon as the armor is allonhand. The Mon- 
terey, Mr. Scott said, would be finished in two 
mouths after the last of the armor plates reached 
the yards. Work is progressing rapidly on Cruiser 
No.6, She will be launched some time this year. 
Work on the battleship Oregon is nearly as far along 
as on the cruiser. In addition to these vessels for 
the Navy, Mr. Scott said he expected to turn out the 
steamer Meru for the Pacific Mail Steamship Cum- 
pany by Aug. 1.

THE BRITISH ARMY AS IT IS. 

THE report of Lord Wantage’s Committee on the 

Condition of the British Army continues to be the 

theme of discussion in the English service papers. 

The report is accompanied by four hundred pages 

of evidence, in which are presented the opinions of 

Army representatives of every sort, from the Duke 
of Connaught and Lord Wolseley to privates in the 
ranks. The Duke thinks that there is an unneces- 
sary amount of sentry duty imposed on the Guards at 
Windsor and London. Lord Wolseley, who has 
experienced the advantages of advertising in his own 
case, thinks that from ten to fifteen thousand 
pounds should be spent in advertising. He believes 
also that the soldier should be better paid, and 
holds that the belief that increase of pay means in- 
crease of drinking is a superstition as much out of 
date as the belief in witchcraft. He favors a 
shorter term of service, and holds that the Army 
abroad is better than ever before, bat that the 
home Army has deteriorated. Sir Redvers Buller 
declares that there is not a single Infantry battalion 
at home effective for service’; that in the event of 
war battalions would have to be drawn from Egypt, 
India or the Colonies ; that no regiment of the 
First Army Corps could be sent on service, and that 
the eight battalions on the higher establishment 
and first for foreign service are least fit to go on 
service owing to the large oumber of young sol- 
diers in their ranks. 

Sir Evelyn Wood was asked : ‘‘Then we gather 
from what you sav that you have a large propor- 
tion of men—would you say 50 per cent. /—under 
your command at Aldershot who are not fit for the 
duties which soldiers are called upon to perform in 
acamp?”’ He answered: ‘* Yes ; and I go further 
than that, and say that they are not only not fit, 
but that they caunot do a day’s service, even in 
England. A few years ago, when we had a little 
war, we could take the troops at Aldershot and 
send them out ; but I am of opinion now that there 
is not more than one battalion that is fit for active 
service abroad. * * Our soldiers are not equal 
to their work. * * I have no hesitation in say- 
ing that we have not 30 per cent. in the rank and 
file who are equal to carrying service marching 
order, and for two years I have ceased to put the 
Aldershot Division in marching order—I cannot do 
it. * * The only practice which * dare put the 
men to now in carrying their pack is two hours at 
a time on ‘sentry go.’ ” 

This ‘accords with what is said by Gen. Butler 
in the ‘** North American Review” that ‘‘ Great 
Britain is not a warlike people.” She never had 
more tban twenty-five thousand soldiers from her 
own islands between the four seas on any battle- 
field, and those were at Waterloo, while we had in 
our late war more than that number to starve or 
die of wounds or sickness in a single prison. Her 
government is continually making war on small 
nations and hiring some one else to do the fighting.” 








‘*IMPERIAL DEFENCE” is the title of a volume 
published by Macmillan & Oo., London and New 
York. It is an enquiry into the nature and suffici- 
ency of the preparations of the British Empire for 
war, by Sir Charles Wentworth Dilke, Bart., 
author of ‘“‘Greater Britain,” etc., and Spencer 
Wilkinson, author of ‘* Citizen Soldier” and ‘‘ The 
Brain of an Army.” The subjects discussed are : 
‘‘the primacy of the Navy,” ‘the command of the 
sea,” “‘the peace of India,” ‘* the Northwestern fron- 
tier” (with maps), ‘‘ the armies” and ‘the man- 
agement of the home army.” The argument of the 
book is that it 1s impossible to be too strong for de- 
fence and that the existence of the British Empire 
is dependent upon the control or at least the free- 
dom of the sea. This is illustrated by the state- 
ment that a crowd containing seventy Englishmen, 
seven Frenchmen, six Germans,,five Americans, 
one or two Italians, two or three Spaniards and a 
Dane represents the nationality of the steamers of 
the world and is, for all practical purposes, an 
English crowd. Neither Russia nor the United 
States, it is held, ‘‘is likely to be able in any fu- 
ture which need at present be considered, to enter 
into a maritime contest with Great Britain.” At 
present a challenge would find the British Empire 
half armed, and the purpose of the book is to urge 





the needed preparation. 
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THE principal event in military circles next week 
will be the retirement, for age, on June 1, 1892, of 
that distinguished soldier, Brevet Major-General 
David Sloan Stanley, Brigadier-General, U. 8. A., 
the present commander of the Department of Texas. 
Born in Ohio, he was graduated from the Military 
Academy in July, 1852, and up to the commence- 
ment of the War of the Rebellion was a cavalry of- 
ficer. In September, 1861, he was appointed a 
brigadier-general of volunteers, and his military 
career since that date has been so distinguished and 
so prominent as to require but a brief reference at 
this time. Indeed, on his appointment to brigadier 
general in March, 1884, we fully recounted his dis- 
tinguished services and his fitness for the high po- 
sition which was then bestowed upon him. At 
Stone River, Tenn.; Resaca, Ga.; Ruffs Station, Ga.; 
Franklin, Tenn., and many other hard fought fields, 
he showed his prowess as a soldier and his skill as a 
commander. Since the war he has been no less 
able in the many responsible duties devolving upon 
him. He now passes to the quiet of retired life with 
the best wishes of the Army and of his fellow 
country men. 





SENATE bill 1230, amending the act of Oct. 1, 
1890, concerning examination of officers for promo- 
tion so as to permit officers appointed from civil 
life or volunteer service to waive their rijht to be 
examined by boards composed entirely of their own 
class was passed by the Senate May 20. The meas- 
ure is intended to overcome the difficulty the War 
Department is experiencing in making up details of 
promotion boards. Candidates for promotion of 
the elasses named are often perfectly willing to 
trust their chances with graduates of West Point, 
but under existing laws the War Department feels 
constrained to select volunteer officers, and it is 
not always practicable to do so.

THE Secretary of Wat having approved the re- 
commendation of Major General Schofield, com- 
manding the Army, hereafter the retirement of 
General officers will be announced in General 
Orders briefly adverting to the military services of 
the officer thus placed on the retired list of the 
Army. This graceful act isa well merited recog- 
nition of the distinguished services rendered by 
these officers, who, after a long military career, re- 
tire in their declining years to enjoy a well-earned 
rest. 


VACANCIES FOR MILITARY AND NAVAL 
CADETS. 


W38ILE the number of vacancies in the line of the 
Army will probably fall a few short of the number 
of graduates, the assignment of several additionals 
to the Engineer Corps and to the Artillery will,as- 
sure full second lieutenancies for the remainder of 
the class in the Cavalry and Infantry, and leave a 
few vacancies to spare for the non-commissioned 
officers. There are fifty-two vacancies at present— 
fifteen Cavalry, three Artillery and thirty-four la- 
fantry. Another qill occur June 5, when 2d Lieut. 
Hawley, 16th Inf., will be dropped as a deserter, 
and if there is no delay in the appointment of a 
Brigadier-General to succeed Gen. Stanley, who re- 
tires June 1, another will be added in time to be 
of benefit to the graduates. There are three vacan- 
cies on the limited retired list and three 
disabled line officers awaiting retirement. Should 
they be retired before June 30 there will be 
fifty-seven vacancies in all, five less than the num- 
ber of gracuates. It is expected that about ten 
graduates will be assigned as additionals to the Ea- 
gineer Corpsand the Artillery. This would leave 
five vacancies in the Cavalry and Artillery for the 
nou-commissioned jofficers. This number may be 
added to by unexpected casualties between now 
and June 30. 

The young men of the ranks who have stood the 
severe trial of departmental examining boards may 
therefore feel assured that their efforts have not 
been in vain. The only serious barrier to over- 
come to assure them commissions now is the final 
examination before the Fort Monroe Board. There 
are five successful candidates from the ranks as far 
as reported to the War Department. The Depart- 
ments of Texas and Columbia are yet to be heard 
from. Nine candidates in all were examined in the 
other six departments, four of whom tailed to get 
the necessary percentage. Two of them came so 
near it that.it is barely possible that the War De- 
partment acting upon the recommendation of the 
department commanders will give them a chance 
before the Fort Monroe Board. The following is 
a list of the successful candidates and a brief sketch 











ofeach. It will be seen that four out of the five 
are the sons of well-known Army officers : Sergt. Ed- 
gar A. Macklin, Bat. A, 5th Art., examined at San 
Francisco. Was born at Fort Totten, N. D.; son of 
Capt. James E. Macklin, llth [nf.; 23 5-12 years of 
age; uomarried; obtained general average of 89.73. 
Corpl. Wm. J. Lutz, Bat. F, 1st Art., examined at 
Governor’s Island. Born in Lafayette, Ind.; 24 3-12 
years of age; unmarried; general average, 86.8. 
Corpl. Joseph E. C k, Co. C, 5th Cav., examined 
at Fort Reno, U.T. Born in New York City; son 
of Capt. Patrick Cusack, U.S. A., retired; 243-12 
years of age; unmarried; general average, 84.13. 
Sergt. Henry L. Kinnison, Co. B,7th Inf., exam- 
ined at Omaha, Neb. Born at Charleston, Mo.; un- 
married; 27 years of age. ist Sergt. Cornelius C. 
Smith, Troop K, 5th Cav., examined at Omaha, 
Neb. Born at Tucson, Ariz.; son of Major Gilbert 
C. Smith, Q. M.; 234¢ years of age; unmarried ; gen- 
eral average, 98.3. Corpl. Guy L. Palmer, Co. H, 
8th Inf., examiued at Omaha, Neb. Born at Utica, 
N. Y.; son of Capt. Guy H. Palmer, 16th Inf.; 
249-12 years of age; unmarried; general average, 
96.7. 





Members of the finsl graduating class of the 
Naval Academy need have no further concern 
about obtaining commissions. There are now va- 
cancies enough practically assured for the entire 
class with a month left for unexpected casualties. 
There are twenty-four vacarcies at present virtu- 
ally existing—eighteen in the line, three in the En- 
gineer Corps, and three in the Marine Corps. Three 
disability retirements—Miulligan, Taylor and Mcln- 
tosh—soon to occur, will add three more to the line, 
and the retirement of Captain Fagan one more to 
the Marine Corps, making twenty-eight vacancies 
actually assured, without counting the Graham and 
Smith cases, which, when settled, may add one o* 
two more to the number. The graduating class as it 
stands at present numbers thirty-three, but there 
will not be more than twenty-nine to be provided 
for and probably only twenty eight, as two will be 
dropped on account of disability. Cadets Ruhm and 
Spear, who have been studying naval architecture 
abroad, will be appointed assistant naval con- 
structors, and Cadet Vogelgesang will probably be 
appointed to the Pay Corps. Naval Cadets Holmes, 
Price and Dismukesare the three to be appointed to 
the Engineer Corps, they having been assigned to 
the Engineer Division three years ago. 








In the matter of the transfer of the Revenue Ma- 
rine Service to the Navy, the Navy Department bas 
appeared before Congress in the position of a house 
diyided against itself. Secretary Tracy has felt it 
incumbent upon him to answer in person the argu- 
ments presented by one of his bureau chiefs agaiast 
the passage of a measure to which he bas given his 
sanction. He argued for the bill solely in the interest 
of the Navy. Revenue Cutter Service would add 
thirty to the number of naval vessels, increase the 
commands for young officers, and familiarize them 
with our coasts. He said it would not be the policy 
of the Government to keep the battleships and 
other big ships in commission in time of peace, and 
there would therefore be plenty of officers for both 
sea and shore service without any increase of num- 
bers even after the new Navy had been completed. 
The Secretary cited the fact that officers of the 
Navy have been detailed to duty under the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in connection with the coast 
survey, lightnouse service and Fish Commission 
with entirely satisfactory results. A naval officer, 
he said, is now in command of the Bering Sea fleet, 
which embraces revenue marine vessels, and he an- 
ticipated good results from such an arrangement. In 
twenty-five years the revenue officers would disup- 
pear and the fact that some officers would be com. 
manded by some who were their janiors at the 
Naval Academy was not asufficient reason for sacri- 
ficing a measure that was in the interest of the Ser- 
vice as a whole.

Wire reference to the question of the title og 
midshipmen and cadets during the war to first class 
membership in the Loyal Legion, we should have 
said last week that Lieutenant Mason is mistaken in 
supposing that the question was settled for the 
Order by a decision by General Hancock as “Acting 
Com mander-in-Chief.”” General Hancock's decision 
was based upon the decision unanimously adopted 
by the Congress of the Order held in Philadelphia 
in 1881, that cadets at West Point or Aunapolise 
during the war were not eligible to first class 
membership. It was re-affirmed by the unanimous 
action of the Congress of 188. The Congress of the 
Order is the legislative body, representing the Order 
by delegates elected. [ts unanimous affirmation of 
the principle upon two separate occasions would 
seem to make it useless to discuss the question, what- 
ever our opinion might be. Aside from this, the 
authority to interpret the Constitution is invested 
by that instrument in the Commandery-in_ 
Chief, which has uniformly ruled that cadets 
are not eligible. See Wisner case, page 91, Journal 
Commandery-in-Chief, 1885, Sixth Journal, page 137, 
West Point Cadets, and page 139, also Richard's 
case, page 140 and page 143; and also Fifth Journal, 
pages 46-47, Schenck case. 








Ir is fortunate that the good sense of the 
members of the New York Commandery of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion led them 
to promptly lay upon the table at their last 
meeting the proposition to increase the annual dues. 
Some of the most desirable members of the Order 
are, and always have been, the officers of the Army 
and Navy, who have fixed and limited incomes, and 
are not able to.avail themselves of the opportunity 
for increasing them offered by residence in a 
great city. Officers are here to-day and there to- 
morrow, and it,is not often that they can be present 
at the very pleasant gatherings at Delmonico’s. The 
annual dues of the Commandery are, we understand, 
principally spent upon the monthly entertainments 
and, if they are not sufficient, the extra amount 
should be paid by those who attend. It is a prin- 
ciple of life in the Army and Navy that every man 
should pay bis own mess bills. The ill-euccess of 
the old Army and Navy Club in New York was 
largely due to the disregard of this principle, and the 
necessity which followed of increasing the burden 
of members who were not disposed to eat and drink 
at the expense of others, for the benefit of those 
who were quite ready to do so. 








Tue New York Society of the Sons of the Revolu- 
tion appears to bein a flourishing condition, if we 
may judge from the handsome octavo volume, in 
which are found their constitution, by-laws and re- 
gister. For a frontispiece it bas a fine mezzotiat of 
Conder’s picture of Washington, engraved by Sartin 
for the Sons of the Revolution. There are also en- 
gravings of Fraunces Tavern and of the capture of 
Ticonderoga by Ethan Allen, withan address by 
Prof. H. P. Johnston on this feat of arms. The So- 
ciety now numbers nearly one thousand members. 
Such organizations as this should be encouraged, 
for they briog together in friendly sym pathy those 
who represent the patriotic traditions of the conn- 
try, and serve to counteract in a measure the alien 
intiuences that area source of danger to our pa- 
tional integrity. We believe in America for the 
Americans ; interpreting this word in a large sense 
so as to include all who represent the true Ameri- 
can spirit. In this sense some born abroad are far 
better Americans than those who merely inherit the 
name. 








WE observe, in the columns of the Kansas City 
Times, an interesting discussion as to whether a 
principal musician or a lst sergeant should have 
the largest pay. The champion of the lst sergeant 
presents a very good case and truthfully says: “The 
captains of the companies know the value of Ist 
sergeants and so do the enlisted men.’ The bands~ 
man, however, retaliates with “music in the air,” 
alleging that the “lst sergeants know the value of 
their company clerks,” that a lst sergeant is not a 
competent judge of the musical ability of a priuci- 
pal musician, and finalMy defies any one to show a 
case where a principal musician detailed a private 
to play his part for him. This is a very pretty 
quarrel as it stands, but alas, in the meantime the 
prospects of either class geiting an increase of pay 
are not of the brightest.

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Brvt. Mas.-GENERAL M. D. L. Simpson, U.S.A., re- 
tired, asked that he might be permitted to inter the 
remains of his deceased son in the lot assigned to 
him in the National Cemetery at Arlington. The re- 
quest was referred to Quartermaster-Genera) 
Batchelder, who reported against it, saying that 
there was a manifest fitness in allowing the inter- 
ment of an officer’s wife by his side, but to go fur- 
ther than this would fill the grounds with a large 
number of persons having no right there. General 
Schofield and the Secretary of War hold that the 
right should be giveu, so far as to include the fam- 
ilies of officers, not only at Arlington, but at West 
Point, “‘since veryifew would be willing to leave 
their rights in that regard subject to the judgment 
of the Quartermaster-General for the time being, 
without any provision of law to justify bis action.”’ 
The Assistant Secretary of War says: “‘ There is no 
scarcity of ground belonging to the Government, 
and there should be no want of liberality in its use. 
When a lot bas been assigned to an officer it cannot 
make any difference with the Government, and it 
ought not to make any difference with the Quarter- 
wmaster-General, what members of the officer’s fam- 
ily are buried there, provided there is room on the 
lot for tbat purpose. It requires no additional 
ground to bury alson instead of the wife, buried 
elsewhere. If legislation is necessary it is recom- 
mended, so that an officer who bas been assigned a 
lot shall not be dictated to as to what members of 
his family he shall or shall not bury there.” The 
correspondence on the subject has been sent to the 
House and referred to the Committee on Military 
Affairs. 


Austin CORBIN proposes to take advantage of the 
present liberal disposition prevailing with the ad- 
ministration and Congress upon the snbject of free 
sbips to advance his interests in connection with the 
projected line of fast steamers bet weer the east end 
of Long Island and some British ports. A bill in- 
troduced into the House May 20 authorizes the 
granting of American registers to his vessels, whe- 
ther American or foreign built, provided he con- 
tracts to build for each vessel ot foreign construc- 
tion one of equal or greater tonnage in an Ameri- 
can shipyard, the number thus built to be not less 
than two of at least seven thousand tons and having 
aspeed of not less than nineteen knots. Another 
bill introduced May 18 authorizes granting an Ame- 
rican register to the foreign built steamer China, of 
5,000 tons, on condition that not less than ninety 
per cent. of the stock of the company owning her 
is in American hands, and that she may be taken by 
the United States for a cruiser or transport ata 
value to be appraised. 














Harper's Weekly for May 28 contains a full page 
illustration by R. F. Zogbaum of “ An Alarm of 
Fire at the Naval Academy, Annapolis,” with de- 
scriptive paragraph by Lieut. J. D. Jerrold Kelley, 
U.S. N. There is anarticle upon “El Volcan Ome- 
tepe,"’ in which that volouno is described by W.

Richard Harding Davis has in this 
number the seventh chapter of “The West from a 
Cer Window.” This chapter headed “A Civilian at 
an Army Post,’’which is written with all the frank, 
humorous charm of its author's style. 








MemorIAL Day, or Decoration Day, as many call 
it, happens on Monday next, and the prospects are 
that it will be as generally honored this year as in 
previous years. The Army and Navy in many 
sections are to take part in the ceremonies of the 
day, and the departments at Washington have 
shown a patriotic and commendable spirit in that 


respect. 


AN additional force of five clerks and one mes- 
senger, Gen. Breckinridge has informed Congress,

Tae Army Appropriation bill and the Lineal Pro- 
motion bill continue to slumber in conference com- 
mittes. The prevailing opinion is that the latter is 
doomed. .., 





THE Naval Appropriation bill has the'right of 
way in the House, but it will be allowed to rest until 
the return from the graduating exercises at Anna- 
polis of Gen. Herbert, who has charge of it. Mean- 
while the Navy Department are preparing esti- 
mates for the use of Gen. Herbert, showing what 
appropriations will be necessary on account of the 
New Navy during the fiscal years ending June 30, 
93 and ’94, both with and without the'l2 new vessels 
added by the Senate. Mr. Herbert anticipates that 
the amount will reach up to the twenty millions for 
the year 1894. If this should prove true he says the 
sentiment of the House will be against accepting 
any of the vessels added by the Senate in view ef 
the present condition of the finances. I[t is his be- 
lief that the Conference, Committee will be in- 
structed to adhere pretty closely to the original 
House bill, and that when the Senate comes to find 
how much the new Navy is going to cost during 
the next two years that the conferees of that body 
will withdraw most of the ships added by the 
Senate. There are other members, however, who 
are equally sanguine that three or four ships will 
be the outcome. 








WHEN the eager bicycle riders arrived at the Bat- 
tery, New York, at one o’clock on Monday morn- 
ing, bearing a message from Gen. Miles to Gen. 
Howard, they found that the dwellers on Governor’s 
{sland bad retired within their moats, so to speak, 
and hauled up the drawbridge and let the port- 
cullis fall, like “ the Douglas in his hall.” The wet 
and weary wanderers were very much disgusted 
not to find the island ablaze with lights, and a 
waiting garrison standing with open arms to re- 
ceive ‘them, Gen. Howard at its head in the full 
splendor of his cocked hat. It would have been 
well if the young men had found more encourage- 
ment for their laudable zeal, but those who had 
charge of the programme should have seen to this. 
It might have been arranged so that time could 
have been taken from the delivery at the Barge 
Office. 


SecRETARY FosTER appeared before the House 
Naval Committee, May 25, iu opposition to the bill 
providing for the transfer of the Revenue Cutter 
Service to the Navy Department. The secretary 
made no argument, but confined himself to reading 
the letter of April 9 last, which he had addressed to 
the Senate Naval Committee, stating at length bis 
reasons for opposing the bill. The substance of 
these reasons was that the change would involve 
the Government in greater expense for the Revenue 
Marine Service and would divide the responsibility 
of the officers. The minority of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs have reported against the bill. 














TuE lecture by Mr. W. H. Jaques before the Na- 
val Reserve, alluded to elsewhere, was an interest- 
ing description of the manufacture of steel guns at 
the Bethlehem works. The lecture was illustrated 
by stereopticon views thrown upon the screen by 
Mr. Church, of the Scoville Manufacturing Co., and 
his nephew, Mr. G. H. Church, late of the Navy and 
a classmate of Mr. Jaques. Mr. Jaques also gave a 
brief history of the progress of modern gun con- 
struction. Speaking on the subject of internal 
stresses the lecturer said :

The reports of the official investigations to deter- 
mine for the Army the clas«and quality of material 
and the basis for shrinkages to be employed in the 
construction of steel built-up guns are very attrac- 
tively summarized 10 Birnie’s “* Gun making in the 
United States,”’ published by the Journal of the 
Military Service lnstitution in 1891. 

Birnie found in his hoop shrinkage experiments 
that the degree of accuracy obtained was 98 per 
cent. of the anticipated mathematical results, which, 
together with other results he acquired, fully justi- 
fies his claim that the production of the proper de- 
gree of tensionsin a built-up gun is a certain pro- 
cess. A long list of experiments has not only sup- 
plied us with a vast amount of valuable mevhanical 
and mathematical data, but has given us additional 
assurance of the strength and endurance of the 
built-up forged steel gun, so far us the material and 
construction are concerned.

Lazarus L. Reamey, U.S. N., whose death 
we noticed last week. He was the son of an Alsa- 
tian who came to this country when he was five 
years old and worked as a hammerman at the 
Forges, taking part meantime in the War of 1812. 
Daniel, who was born Aug. 28, 1812, after availing 
himself of such opportunities for earning money as 
our early settlements afforded, was apprenticed to 
a carpenter in 1828 and afterwards became a master 
builder. In 1856 he purchased the American house, 
and remained its landlord until February, 1886, 
since which time he has not engaged in active busi- 
ness. Mr. Reamey was a great traveller, hud 
visited nearly every State in the Union, made no 
less than 15 pilgrimages to the far West and had 
paid a summer trip to Europe. He was once a cap- 
tain in the militia and a member of the famous Hol- 
lidaysburg Grays, and during the War of the Re- 
bellion gave freely of his time, services and 
means in aid of the Federal cause. June 29, 1842, 
Mr. Reamey married Mary, daughter of Lazarus 
Lowry. Of their six children four are living, viz. : 
Mrs. D. D. Morrell, of Henrietta; Mrs. L. 8S. Hoopes, 
of Hollidaysburg ; Miss Mary R. Reamey, at home, 
and Lieut. Reamey. Mr. Reamey’s wife died Oct. 
17, 1870, aged 52 years. In October, 1877, he marned 
Mrs. Mary E. Gardner. Of this second marriage 
there has m no issue. While rich in worldy wis- 
dom Mr. Reamey was also possessed of that knowl- 
edge which savors of books. He was a student in 
geography and his mind was a veritable geogra- 
phical chart. 








GENERAL CULLUM’S BEQUEST. 


THE generous bequest of the late Gen. Cullum for 
a Memorial Hall at West Point has come officially to 
the attention of the War Department authorities, 
and is now awaiting legislative action for putting 
the provisions of the will into effect, as will appear 
from the following communication sent to Congress 
by the President on the 26th inst.: 


I transmit herewith a communication of the Sec- 
retary of War, dated May 24, from which it appears 
the late Gen. George W. Cullum, of the United 
States Army, bas by will devised a quarter of a 
million dollars to the Government of the United 
States, for the erection of a Memorial Hall upon the 
grounds of the Military Academy at West Point, to 
be used as a receptacle of statues, busts, mural tab- 
lets, and portraits of distinguished deceased officers 
and graduates of the Military Academy, of paintings 
of battle scenes, trophies of war, and such other ob- 
jects as may tend to give elevation to the military 
profession. This ample and patriotic gift is ham- 
pered by no conditions, and involves no appropria- 
tion beyond the sum so generously donated. The 
executors, in order to facilitate action, have pre- 
peree and the samé is herewith submitted, tbe out- 

ines of a bill to carry into effect the provisions of 
Gen. Cullum’s will. 

There can be no occasion to urge upon Congress 

the immediate enactment of a suitable law to carry 
— effect the patriotic purpose expressed in the 
will. 
I suggest that in the bill itself, or by a separate 
joint resolution, suitable expression be given of the 
public appreciation of this crowning service to the 
military profession, and to his country, rendered 
by Gen. Cullum.

The Howell torpedo lat 4 lost by the Hotchkiss 
Company in Mackerel Co ve bad not been recovered 
at last accounts, and it is d oubtful if it will be unless 
washed up by some un usual storm. This has caused 
a serious delay. 


On April 30, the Builders [ron Foundry, of Provi- 
dence, R. I., finished the last of the thirty 12-inch 
breechloading rifie mortars, which they were mak- 
ing for coast defence. The work was completed 
several weeks in advance of the time required by 
the contract. 





The acceptance test of the diagoval armor for the 
battleships Indiana and Massachusetts took place 
at the Indian Head Proving Grounds May 21. The 
results were entirely eatisfactory, and most grati- 
fying to the Naval officials, as they show that 
armor plate manufactured in this country is beyond 
the experimental stage, and that we may now ex- 
pect the construction of armored vessels to proceed 
without further delay. The plate tested w's one of 
twenty 14-inch diagonal nickel steel plates manu- 
factured by the Bethlehem Iron Co. for the battle- 
sbips Indiana and Massachusetts, being the thickest 
armor plates in this country. The plate more than 
complied with contract requirements. None of the 
three shots fired succeeded in getting far enough 
into the plate to show the backing. All three shots 
rebounded, one of them back to the muzzle of the 
gun, adistance of 135 feet. The deenest penetra- 
tration of any of the projectiles was 14 inches. The 
other two showed an inch or two less penetration. 
No cracks were developed. A 10-inch gun was used in 
the test. Two of tbe projectiles were the Firth, im- 
ported, and the third was made by the same process 
in this country. The Jatter was thrown ont entirely 
upinjured. The projectiles weighed 500 pounds 
and the powder charge need was 140 pounds, giving 
a striking velocity of 1.410 feet a second. Messrs. 
Davenport, Jaques and Meigs represented the man- 
ufacturers at the test, and Comdr. Folger and Lieut. 
Comdr. Couden were among the Ordnance experts 
present. 


Nickel alloy for gun steel is another new depar- 
ture about to be inaugurated by the Naval Ord- 
nance Bureau. The experiment, or rather the first 
attempt (the ordnance authorities do not doubt the 
results since the properties of nickel have been so 
fully and definitely established by the armor plate 
trials), will be made with an 8 inch gun, A contract 
will be entered into with the Bethlehem Co. in a few 
= for the necessarv forgings for this gun, which 
will be like the tyve 8inch eun, except that 3 per 
cent. of nickel will be added to the forgings, and 
uniformly distributed throughout the mass. The fol- 
lowing are the minimum pbysical characteristics 
prescribed for these forgings:

This isan increase of about 15 per cent. over the 
conditions prescribed for ordinary gun forgings of 
steel, and it is estimated that the standard pressure 
limit can thereby be safely increased from 15 to 20 
tons with a consequent increase of velocity of from 
150 to 200 feet. It is the opinion of many ordvance 
experts that the time is not far distant when nickel 
will be as generally used in gun construction as it 1s 
about to be in armor plates. 





Engineering for April 29 publishes illustrations of 
the Gerdom breech mechanism, of which it says: 
“A new mechanism bas recentiv been devised by 
one of the mechanics at the National Foundry, 
which promises to supplant the interrupted screw 
system in guns of the smaller calibres, if not in the 
larger ones. It is being tried in a field gun, but the 
official result will nut be arrived at for some time. 
The locking is done by an interrupted screw, and 
the motions of the block are two, one of rotation 
about the axis of the block and piece whicb locke or 
unlocks the block, and a second motion of revolu- 
tion about a vertical axis. The motion of transla- 
tion is entirely dispensed with. To open the block 
it is revolved 90 deg., thus unlocking the block, 
which is then revolved to the left to openit. The 
breech-block is carried by a carrier ring, which on 
its left side has attacbed to it a longitudinal piece, 
which serves asa bioge. Thehinge-pin goes through 
the left side of the piece and through this longitu- 
dinal part of the carrier ring. The only other part 
of the block is the vent closer, which is a strip of 
steel, rectangular in longitudinal cross-section, and 
which slides in a radial slot. It is constantly forced 
outward by a spring, but in all, except the locked 
position of the block, its outer end presses against 
the carrier ring, while its inner end closes the vent. 
When the block is locked the vent closes, arrives op- 
posite a slot in the carrier ring, and is forced by the 
spring outward into this slot, uncovering the vent 
and locking the block to the carrier ring, so as to 
prevent any tendency of the block to rotate when 
the piece is fired. To open the breech the vertical 
bandle is revolved to the left and upward. There 
is a slight play allowed to this bandle, so it rotates 
through several degrees before the block begins to 
move. During this period the vent is closed in the 
following manner: On this bandle is a small key 
fitting into aslot in the vent closer. The revolu- 
tion of the handle to the left causes the key to 
Press against the vent closer, forcing it inward, 
closing the vent and unlocking the block from the 
carrier ring. As soon as this is done the handle 
arrives at the end of the play allowed and the block 
revolves. After a revolution through 90 deg. the 
screw threads are disengaged and the breech can be 
opened by revoiving the block around to the left. 
Tbe breech is closed by the reverse motion, first 
being swung around into place and then the handle 
is pressed downward. When the vent closer arrives 
opposite we ann in ean ring it s ee = 
ward spring with a snap, opening the ven 
and flocking the block. The check used is the 
Du Bange. A stop-bolt passing through the top of 
the carrier ring limits the rotation of the block to 
the angle. The whole mechanism is very 
simple and very ingenious, and will undoubtedly 
prove successfyl. It will require an exhaustive

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


John Wiley and Sons publish a second revised and 
enlarged edition of * Lessons in Heat by 
S. E. Tillman, Professor of Chemistry. U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy.” It is only within the last gevera- 
tion that the true nature of heat has been under- 
stood, and the study of solar physics taken its places 
among the sciences. Almost the first hint of the cor- 
rect theory of heat was given by merican, 
Count Rumford, who would, had he consented, have 
been the first Superintendent of the Military Acad- 
emy, from which issues the latest summary of the 
conclusion thus far reached as to what was so re- 
cently misnamed “caloric,” and regarded asa sub- 
stance, instead of what it is, a form of energy’ The 
author of this work considers in his various chap- 
ters the subjects of “thermometry, dilation o 
bodies,calorem , production and condensation of 
vapors. change of state, hysgrometry, conduction, 

iatiov, thermo - dynamics, terrestial tempera- 
tures, wrial and agneous meters.” Nooneof these 
subjects is more than touched upon, and more was 
bot to be expec in an elementa text book. 
Within its limitations it is a very useful volume, not 
alone for the students of the Military Academy, but 
for all who wish to have some intelligent concep- 
tion of the latest acquisitions of science in this par- 
ticular department. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons publish in two handsome 
octavo volumes Edward Whymper’s work entitled 
* Travels Amongst the Great Andes of the Equator.” 
The second volume 1s a “ Supplementary Index” to 
the main work and contains contributions by fifteen 
F. R. Ss., F. Z 8Ss., and other eminent s 
who describe Mr. Whymper’s collections of zoologi- 
cal and botanical specimens which include over 750 
species of insects, many of them obtained at bigh 
elevations in the Andes and hitherte unknown. The 
descriptions do not include the whole of Mr. 
Whymper’s collections. “Could the whole of our 
acquisitions be presented here,” says Mr. W., “‘ they 
would have demonstrated that the upper zones of 
Ecuador—even the tracts closely bordering thesnow 
line—are far from lifeless. They would have ex- 
hibited forms the most extraordinary, of won- 
derful diversity ; they would have defined the upper 
range of many species; and would doubtiess have 
= a many miesing links.” The purpose of Mr. 
Whymper’s journey was to determine the condi- 
tions of life at great altitudes above the sea. The 
disturbances connected with the establishment of a 
scientific frontier for India turned him ower from 
the Himalayas and he was debarred e dis- 
coveries between Chili, Peru and Bolivia from 
travel in the highest Andes. Hence these observa- 
tions, undertaken in 1880 im the mountains of Eou- 
ader, the highest attainable. Caoimb-razo, Oote- 
paxi, Corazon, Sincholagua,2Antisani s, Ponchincha, 
Cayambe, Sara-Ureu, Cotocachi, Carihuairazo were 
each ascended, the first of these peaks twice. The 
main volume consists of description of travel and 
adventures, some of it amusing and all of it quaint 
and curious. The highest elevations reached were 
the summic of Chimbarazo, 0,545 feet, and the sam- 
mit of Maey mg 19,613 feet. Tnere are over 200 il- 
lustrations in the two volumes from the drawing of 
a beetle to full-paged engravings of magnificent 
mountain scenery. The volumes are in all respects 
&@ rare specimen of book making and ~~ | exhibit 
the results of a degree of energetic toilsome 
research possible to but few men. 





CYCLE COURIERS FROM CHICAGO. 


THE interest in the couriers sent by cycle last 
week by Maj.

THE WHALEBACK STEAMER. 


In @ paper orn whaleback steamers, read before the 
Institution of Naval Architects by Mr. F. C. Good- 
all, he said: *‘ As compared with vessels of the or- 
dinary cargo-carrying type, the principal advan- 
tages of a wbhaleback steamer are: Firstly, less sur- 
plus buoyancy is required; or, in other words, a 
vessel of a given tonnage will carry more dvead- 
weight cargo. Secondly, owing to the shape above 
the load line, together with the circumstance of the 
engines being p aft, the whaleback is stronger 
than the ordinary tramp presuming, of course, 
that the scantlings are similiar. 

“ Thirdly, the reduced amount of superstructures 
gzivesa uved air and wave resistance. 

“Looking at the whaleback steamer as a type, I 
venture to say it possesses many structural and com- 
mercial advantages over the ordinary cargo boat, 
as now built in this country. I would like to draw 
your attention to the fact that the low rates of 
freights which are paid on the American lakes, tak - 
en together with the higher wages of the crew, con- 
clusively prove that the vessels de their werk ve 
economicaily, carrying large cargoes at fair s s 
and on a low consumption. The introduction of a 
similar type of vessel for the general oversea varry- 
ing trade seems, therefore, merely a matter of 
time.”” The objectious urged are that the reduced 
spare buoyancy increases the danger of sinking. 
Still, as Mr. Goodall says: ‘*‘ The question of spare 
buoyancy is a complex one, and one which has been

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


THE Royal Naval Exhibition in London has voted 
$250,000 for a charitable fund. 

In the Thames Police Court a man complained 
that his son, only 14}¢ years of age, had enlisted into 
a Fusilier regiment at Aldershot. There is no mini- 
mum limit as to the age of enlistment in the british 
Army. 

M. pz Freycinet, French Minister of War, May 
21, submitted to the cabinet bills providing fora 
heavy increase in the army reserve by decreasing 
the length of service in the territorial reserve, and 
for the introduction of younger blood into the 
higher grades of officers by arranging for the re- 
tirement of older officers. 

MR. Maxim's flying machine appears to bean aero- 
plane, witn a car attached underneath; the support- 
ing surface being about 5,500 square feet, and the 
angle of inclination lin 14, or 5deg.43 min.

The sea was way rough 
at the time. All the crew were under hat ex- 
cept four sailors and the pilot. Two of the sailors 
acted as lookouts; the other two were at the wheel. 
Through the immense hole wade in her bull the 
water rushed so fast and furious that the vessel sank 
almost immediately. Of all her crew only the four 
sailors who were on deck saved their lives. The 
pilot also escaped. 125 men were lost, including 
Capt. Castrot. The unfortunate men did not even 
get a chance to gain the deck. They were dro 
like rats ina hole. As the water poured in the vio- 
tims seemed instantly to realize their danger and 
made a frantic but unavailing effort to dash open 
the batches. Their cries were heartrending. The 
Solimoes was built of iron in Eogtand and launched 
iu 1875. Her displacement was 3,700 tons. Sbe had 
a double bottom; but there were few watertight 
compartments below the water line, and when the 
hole was knocked in ber hull she went down like a
